BOWLING SEASON 


IS WELL BEGUN 


The Y, M. C. A. Alleys Are Kept Busy 


Day and 
Night—Conditions 


for Playing the Game. 


The bowling season,.which Is sup- 


posed to start with the first intima- 
tion of cold weather. Is now well be- 
gun and although tte rush has not yet 
started at the public alleys, the mem- 
bers of the Y. M. C. A. keep the al- 
leys at the association building pretty 
busy. 
Only members are permitted 


to bowl and those members who only 
pay the regular membership fee In the 
association are required to pay by the 
game for the privilege of bowling, six 
tickets being sold for 25 cents. Mem- 
bers who subscribe $15 or more« a 
year are entitled to all the privileges 
of the association. Including bowling, 
Gymnasium privileges, baths and the 
V. M. C. A. lecture course without 
extra charge. 
There are about fifty 


members who are entitled to free, 
bowling by paying from $15 to »25 
a year membership fee. 


Naturally those who have paid In 


p.dvance for the bowling privilege are 
the most frequent patrons of the alleys 
and some of these members bowl as 
high as eleven .games at a time If It 
happens that no one else Is watting 
for a chance but there are very few 
hours In the day when men are free 
from business that this is true. 
The 


rule of the association IB that no mem- 
ber can bowl more than three games 
In succession If others are waiting. 
Sometimes as many as eight players 
are bowling at the same time. 


No account Is kept of the number 


of games played by members who are 
entitled to uso tho alleys at any time 
without charge but the record of 
tickets sold show that during the 
month of October 828 games were 
played by members who only pay the 
regular membership fee of $5 and pay 
by the game for the privilege of bowl- 
Ing. 
Since the alleys were started 


for the season, Sept. 25, over 
l.non 


games have been played by the )5 
members. 
To obtain an estimate of 


the total number of 
games 
played 


these figures must be more 
than 


doubled. 


Few people realize how much time 


and labor arc spent In keeping the 
alleys tn proper condition and how 
much expense Is Implied. 
The 


alleys must be kept scrupulously clean 
and this 
means at least two hours 


work each day. 
Assistant Secretary 


Roy Brown takes entire charge of the 
alleys anil spends a large part of the 
morning rubbing them so that no dust 
or panicles of grit remain. on the 
polished surface. 
After closing time 


each Saturday night a polish Is ap- 
plied and allowed to dry over Sunday, 
being rubbed In on Monday morning. 


Tho alleys at-the Y. M. C. A. have 


proved so popular that those most In- 
terested In the association' feel that 
there Is great need for Increasing the 
bowling facilities. 
If any arrange- 


ment Is made for putting In more al- 
leys they will be located so that en- 
trance to them 
would be 
gained 


through the general' entrance In the 
dormitory addition, 
tn this case the 


new alloyi! would he opened to the 
ladles on certain nights of the week. 
This would certainly be a welcome 
Innovation to ladles who feel the need 
of some form of athletic exercise and 
find none open to them after tho golf 
season Is over.
